It was recognised -that—for-_a own’ 
years the Government of Indian had done 
their best fo stimulate the production of 
cotton in India, and it was alse recognised 
that these great expansions of agricultural 
growth could not be accomplished in a day. 
Moreover, they recognised, he was stre, that 
the fands of the Indian Government wore- not 
unlimited. It was a great mistate to suppose 
that India abounded in spare cash.‘ Quite the 
contrary,- There was the farther consideration, 
with which they would ogres, that it would 
néver do for the Government of India’s agricul- 
tural department to concentrate all thoir ener- 
ios ond activities upon 2 single branch of pro- 
Sootien, whether tliat branch was cotton or 
anything else. If more cotton-growing meant 
that less wheat was to -be-grown and lesa of 
othor food crops then the price of food would rise, 
and the difficultics of tho Government, which 
where not inconsiderable, would be increased.
